John Krueger Killed by Train 
as He Was Leaving 
Cemetery. 


Devotion to the memory of his wife, who 
died a week ago. brought John Krueger. 76 
years old, a farmer’ of Glen Carbon, IIL, 
to his death Thursday night. 

He was struck and instantly killed by the 
St. Louis Fiyer on the Illinois Central 
while he was on his wav home after an 
afternoon spent beside the grave of his 
wife. 

His funeral will be held Saturday and 
he will be buried beside his wife in Duck 
Cemetery, four miles seuth of Edwards- 
ville. 

The body of the old man was found be- 
side the Illinois Central tracks a short dis- 
tance from his home Thursday night by his 
two sons, John and Joseph. 

No one has been feund who saw his 
death, but it is believed he was struck by 
the St. Louls Fiyer, southbound. which 
passed where he was found about sunset at 
high speed. 

The body was hurled several yards from 
the track and almost every bone in it was 
broken. Death was instantaneous, for the 
neck was broken. 

The old man had left home for the ceme- 
tery at neon Thursday. He carried with 
him a basket of fiowers and plants to 
place on his wife's grave. 

They had been a devoted couple during 
a,long life together, and the death of the 
wife had been a crushing blow to the hus- 
band. 

He spent the entire afternoon beside her 
grave, setting out the plants, sodding and 
smoothing the mound. 

He was seen to leave the cemetery just 
before sundewn and start toward heme 
along the Lllineis Centra) tracks. 

His failure to arrive there when his sons 
expected him caused them alarm, and they 
started to meet him when they found his 
body.

NEW YORK, May 8.—All records are be- 
ing broken in the immigration of 1993. Every 
ship is packed with immigrants. 

The prosperity of the country !{s luring 
thousands upon thousands to sell all they 
possess and come to the land of promise. 
Already this year the number that have 
landed is 210,661—more than twice the num- 
ber of the United States standing army 
just after the Spanish war. 

The huge landing bureau at BPlilis island, 
which cost $1,200,000 to build, has been over- 
taxed during the month just passed, when 
82,774 immigrants arrived and were landed. 
This does not include those “deported or 
take into account the numbers pressing for 
admittance at Boston, Philadelphia and 
other Atlantic ports. 

This army comes from al! parts af Great 
Britain and the Continent. Thousands of 
Slavs have arrived, and since Jan. 1 Italy, 
teo, has been peuring in her peasantry, 
Russia has sent a large quota, Nerway and 
Sweden have contributed, while Germany 
and Austria-Hungary have been wel! rep- 


resented. Many of these immigrants have 
been examined on beard ship or at the 
iers. Three times a single ship of the 
famburg line brought 2500 and mere.

rOR TWO CRIMES 


‘Negro Murderers Die 
Four Oourts Gallows Be- 
fore 200 Spectators, 


Henry Wilson and Sampson Gray, ne- 
groes, were hanged on the Four Courts 
gallows, Friday morning, Sheriff Dick- 
mann springing the trap at 9:12. 

Gray was declared dead 9 minutes later 
by Dr. T. L. Dietz. One minute later pr. 
Herman G. Grosby declared Wilson dead. 

Wilson was accompanied to the gal- 
lows by Rev. F. W. Herzberger, a Ly- 
theran minister. 

Rev. Father McEreane accompanied Gray 
to the gallows, and showed him the cross 
just before the black cap was adjusted. 

When asked if they had any statements 
to make, Gray declined to say anytning ex- 
cept to appeal to Sheriff Dickmann to let 
the drop go as soon as possible. 

Wlison talked at Some length and = ex- 
horted his hearers to let whisky and re- 
volvers alone. The life of the hereafter 
was the real life, he said, and he was giad 
he was going home.

His Accomplice. 

Late Wednesday Assistant Chief of De- 
tectives Keely went to the cell of Wil- 
fon and made a last appeal to him to 
tell who was the third negro in the par- 
ty of robbers who killed Mooney, but 
he refused to tell, even when the hope 
was held out that such a statement might 
result im a commutation of his sentence. 

Wilson and Dan McGowan were but 
two of the robbers. A third man, known 
only to the police as “Fake,” escaped. 
It has been shown that “Fake” fired the 
fatal shot. McGowan is serving a life 
sentence. 

Keely assured Wilson that if he would 
give the real name of the negro “Fake,” 
the police department would recommend 
that his sentence be commuted. 

Wilson asked for positive assurance 
that his sentence would be commuted, 
and when that was not forthcoming he 
refused to talk. 

Both men said their farewells to their 
friends Wednesday night, and met their 
spiritual advisers.

was a young man, dark Fra slender and 
very well educated. His stories of his 
tramping adventures told about the camp 
fires, greatly impressed Archie and fired 
his imagination. But “Black Tom” got into 
jail in one of the towns through which they 
were passing, and “‘Shorty” and@ Archie left 
him to his fate. 


Tramp Followed 

Boy Back Home. 

When Archie got home he told his par- 
ents and boy friends that he had enough 
of tramping and that his clean bed and 
the good food his mother gave him were 
good enough for him. 

In December he began going to school 
again, and had apparently forgotten all 
about his experience of the summer. 

During February and March he was away 
from home frequently in the evening, and 
when questioned by his mother told her 
that he had been in Kansas City, Kan. 

All this time he was calling at a tramp’'s 
rendezvous where he presumably was 
meeting the tramp “‘Shorty,’’ who had fol- 
lowed him to Kansas City. 

On the morning of March 31 Archie went 
down the steps of his home to go to 
school. He called good-byto his mother. 
But instead of going to school he joined 
the tramp and started away again to lead 
a vagabond's life. 

Mrs. Davies was almost heartbroken at 
the second departure of her son. She 
felt positive the boy had not gone of his 
own choice, for he had seemed happy in 
his home and school life. She could not 
but think that the tramp had some hyp- 
notic power over the boy, and she deter- 
mined to go in search of him and rescue 
him once more. 

She sought news of his departure from 
the town at every railroad station and 
junction about Kaneas City except one, 
but could hear nothing of him and was 
compelled to give up her search tempo- 
rarily.

St. Louis Broker Authority 
for Statement That Rock 
Island Gets Frisco. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 8.—James Campbell of 
St. Louis is authority for the statement that 
the ’Frisco system hag been sold to the 
Rock Island. 

He says an official announcement prob- 
ably will be made before he starts home 
Saturday. 

Assuming that Rock Island common is 
worth $5 a share, the members of the 
Frisco pool will receive $87 a share for their 
nondividend paying common stock. Much 


of this stock was acquired ney of 
the pool at from $10 to $15 a share. 

According to the terms of the original 
contract, which was abandoned at the time 
the stock market was shaken by the de- 
cision against the Northern Securities Co., 
for each share of Frisco common stock the 
Rock Island would pay $20 in cash, $45 in 
collateral trust bonds and $6 in Rock 
Island common stock. At the market prices 
then prevailing this would have made the 
value of Frisco common stock at just about 
$86 a share. 

Under the present arrangement it is said 
no cash will be paid, but the members of 
the Frisco pool will receive $60 in 5 per 
cent 10-year Rock Island collateral trust 
bonds, which are expected to be worth at 
least 3100, and $60 in common stock of the 
Rock Island company. This would make 
the pool's Frisco stock worth $87 a share.

Forger to Extent of $20,000 
s .

BOSTON, May &8—Edwin M. Thayer, 2 
years old, of Newtonville, who died at the 
Hotel Essex, May 1, was a self-confessed 
forger to the amount of, perhaps, $20,000. 

Thayer’s plan was to pick out a parcel 
of unincumbered property and then forge 
all the names necessary to secure loans 
from banks. He was a promoter of several 
mining ventures and enjoyed the confidence 
of several Boston bank officers, which 
made his scheme an easy one to work. 


Thayer was virtually under arrest at the 
time of his death, a constable occupying a 
room in the suite at the hotel, and a room 
being occupied by his mother, who found 
her son dead on the morning of May 1. 

Doctors pronounced his death due to 
kidney disease, and his physician says he 
had been doctoring it for at least six 
months. The great surprise of the whole 
affair came out today when it was learned 
that Thayer's life was insured for $485,000. 

The policies were issued by leading com- 
panies of New York and Boston. They 
were for the most part payable to his es- 
tate, though his wife was named as benefi-

FIRE BURNED BOARDING 
CAR THAT WAS OVERTURNED 


Those Unhurt Performed Heroic 
Rescues Until Heat Compelled 
Them to Leave Living Com- 
panions to Perish in 
Flames. 


PORT ARTHUR, Ont.,"May 7.—One of 
the worst accidents in the history of 
railroading in the West occurred on the 
main line of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way, near Dexter station, 52 miles east 
of this place. 

Twelve laborers imprisoned in the 
wreckage of a derailed work train were 
either killed outright or burned to death. 

Eight others were frightfully burned, 
and a number of them will die. The 
men were asleep when the train left the 
track. 

The train was running at high speed 
when it was derailed, presumably by 
;|the breaking of an axle. Every car left 
| the track and plunged down an em- 
| bankment into a ditch. 
| The men who were killed were asleep 
lin what was Known as the “boarding 
ear,’ which was attached to the rear of 
the train. There were 30 men in the 
car. It was crushed like an eggshell, 
killing some of the men outright and 
pinning others under the wreckage so 
that they could not extricate themselves. 

Fire added its horrors to the sc ene, 
ithe splinter woodwork of the car being 
| ignited by an overturned stove. 

The men who escaped injury at 
i'get to work to liberate the 
workmen, but thev were driven 
time and egain by the Names, 
spread rapidly. 

One of the imprisoned men 
in extricating himself unaided. and, 
smashing a window, crawled out from 
under the wreckage. He reported that 
several others, some of them badly in- 
jured, were chow Fe near the window. The 
rescuers succeeded in getting 10 or 12 
men through the shattered windows. 

The flames, meanwhile, were growing 
flercer, and the men were finally driven 
from the work of rescue by the intense 
heat.

LEXINGTON, Ky., May 8.—Refugees 
from Jackson, the capital of feud-stricken 
Breathitt County, are numerous in Lex- 
ington. Every man remotely connected 
with the Cockrill-Marcum side of the ven- 
detta who can possibly quit the town and 
county has done so. 

They tell the same story: 

“When we left Jackson it was not be- 
cause we were ordered to leave, but we 
were advised that it would be best 
for our health if we did so.

COLLEGE CAREER 
HURTFUL, HE SAYS 


Thinks it 
Handicaps Young Man in | 
Business Life, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, May 8&—‘I take the ground 
that a young man who goes to college not 
only is not benefited by it, after spending 
seven years in time and $10,000 or $12,00) 
in money, but is most decidedly and posi- 
tively injured by the college, since he 
comes out so conceited that he is at a 
&reat disadvantage in getting into busi- 
ness and it takes years, and sometimes a 
lifetime, to get his head back to a normal 
size.”’ 

This is the thesis elaborated by R. T. 
Crane, the Chicago manufacturer, in a 
booklet of 110 pages, entitled ‘“‘The Utility 
of an Academic or Classical Education for 
Young Men Who Have to Earn Their Own 
Living and Who Expect to Pursue a 
Commercial Life,’’ of which a second and 
enlarged edition has just appeared. 

Mr. Crane contends that the college grad- 
uate is handicapped instead of helped by 
his educatin, that he cannot earn as much 
money. as the non-collegian and is not so 
useful in a commercial establishment. He 
holds that all academic learning above the 
grammar grade is a mistaken investment 
of time and money for the youth who has 
to make his own way in the world. He 
denies that the college man is a more use- 
ful citizen than the man trained in a busi- 
ness house. 

“The whole tendency of the 
higher education,’’ Mr. Crane says. 
puff the young man up with vanity, 
ing him to look with contempt 
‘bor.”’ 

These conclusions have been reached by 
, Mr. Crane after collecting and sifting a 


large amount of original data. First, he 
submitted a series or questions to 19 col- 
lege presidents. 
answered are printed, but this whole class 
of testimony is rejected by Mr. Crane aa’ 
scientifically worthless. hen he wrote 
to 1593 college “greduates: of whom 555 re- 
plied, Jargwely in favor of a college educa- 

This testimony is also impeached 

Mr. Crane. who thinks the graduates 
“stretched their consciences’’ out of 
loyalty to their colleges. 

Finally Mr. Crane sent an _ alaborate 
list of questions to the heads of large com- 
mercial and industrial concerns all over 
the country, asking whether they preferred 
or avoided college graduates; whether 
such men advanced more rapidly than oth- 
ers, with other queries to the same ef- 
fect. ‘The replies from employers form 
the most signific ant pprtion of the book.

PRISON FOR “LYNCHED” NEGRO 


Black, Who Survived “Hanging” and 
Seventeen Bullet Wounds, Sent 


Up for Ten Years.

NEW ORLEANS. La., May 8.—John Raw- 
lins, a negro once almost lynched in Sun- 
flower County, Mississippi, was taken to the 
Mississtppi penitentiary today for criminal 
assault. 

Rawlins, who is from Drew, in Sunflower 
County, was rescued by a deputy sheriff 
from a mob which was trying to lynch him 
and placed him on the train for Indianola. 
A second mob invaded the train near In- 
dianola, took Rawlins from the officers, 
carried him to a neighboring wood and 
hanged him. 

According to the latest methods the en- 
tire mob opened fire on Rawlins with their 
rifles and he received 17 bullets in his body. 

After satisfying themselves that he was 


dead the mob left the body lying in the 
wo The next day, when the deputy 
sheriff was arranging for the burial of the 
negro, it was found that he was not quite 
dead. @ wae nursed back to life, indicted 
for the crime of which he was charged 
and pleaded gullty, receiving a 10 years’ 
sentence.

COST OF ENTERTAINING AT THE 
WHITE HOUSE. 


David Graham Phillips in Collier’s Weekly. 

Mr. Roosevelt's White House, astounding 
though it is as a sudden development, is 
but the crude beginning of the Washington 
of tomorrow. But it Is a beginning—a most 
audacious move on the part of one of the 
most audacious men who ever rose to first 
place in the republic. 

This year the White House demand upon 
Congress for running expenses leaped from 
the customary $25,000 to $0,000. As Mr. 
Roosevelt's salary is just under a thousand 
dollars a week and as he evidently believes 
the people expect the President to spend his 
salary upon the embellishment of the posl- 
tion, it appears that the new White House, 
the new court, is now on the average cost- 
ing in the neighborhood of $2000 a week. 
half from the pocket of the people, the oth- 
er half from Mr. Roosevelt's private 
pocket. As the heavy expenge is crowded 
into five months of the year—December to 
April tnclueive—the probabilities are that 
the new White House is costing during the 
season not far from $3000 a week. This 
means that the new departure has certain- 
ly doubled and has perhaps trebled the cost 
of the White House court—for most Presi- 
dents: have contributed about half thelr sal- 
ary toward holding court and have called 
on Congress for a roe gmmmarenaesel appropria- 


tion of $25,000 a year.

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PRUSSIC ACID IN CIGAR SMOKE. 


Although not strictly pharmacentical in 
character, Habermann’'s careful study of 
the amount of prussic acid in cigar smoke 
will be of interest to many of our readers. 
The statements hitherto published in the 
literature are quite conflicting, so that a 


thorough reinvestigation appeared desir- 
able. The author ascertal in the first 
place that cigar spoke as a Trute contains 
demonstrable quarfities of prussic acid or 
other volatile cyanic combinations, such as 
ammonium cyanide. The quantity of hy- 
drogen cyanide in the cigar smoke inhaled 
by the consumer in each 100 gm. or cigar 
smoked is on an average 0.009 gm. If we 
assume that during moderate amoking 
about one-half the smoke formed is inhaled 
by the smoker, then the total quantity of 
hydrogen cyanide contained in the smoke 
of 100 consumed cigars is from 0.0038 gm. 
(minimum) to 0.0174 (maximum), and the 
average of all brands examined 0.0098 gm. 
Habermann believes that the dangers of 
smoking, with reference both to the nicotine 
and to the hydrocyanic acid present in the 
smoke, are much less than is generally as- 
sumed (Zeitschrift f. physiot Chemie).

PEKIN, May 8.—The Russians, it is an- 
nounced, have re-occupied New Chwang 
with a large force and have also put gar- 
risons in the forts at the mouth of the 
Liao river. They are further reported to be 
making extensive warlike preparations. 

The news of Russian activity, which 
comes from a most trustworthy source at 


New Chwang. adds that on their return to 
New Chwang the Russian troops brought 


with them several large guns. A large force 
has been ordered to reoccupy Tien Chwang 
Tal. The Russians have 14,000 troops be-| 
tween the mouth of the Liao river and Port 
Arthur. 

This news is regarded as indisputable evi- 
dence that Russia means to hold on to 
Manchuria and can be dspossessed by 
force only. 


The Ruéelans are reported to be con- 
structing forts on the hill near Liao Yung, 
commanding the road between there and 
the Yalu river, and they have arranged 
to have a large quantity of provisions de- 
livered at New Chwang.
